To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Education  Committee. 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 


As  Medical  Officer  to  the  Education  Committee,  I  have  the 
honour  to  submit  my  Eleventh  Annual  Report.  This  document 
is  the  thirty-fourth  in  the  series  which  deals  with  the  work  of 
medical  inspection,  treatment,  and  the  physical  condition  of 
children  attending  the  Elementary  Schools  in  the  County  Borough. 

The  Report  is  again  confined  to  essential  statistical  tables 
and  details  of  the  principal  changes  in  the  Service  brought  about 
by  the  war. 

The  medical  examination  of  the  school  children  remaining 
in  Southampton  continued  during  the  year  but  owing  to  the 
shortage  of  medical  staff  it  was  not  possible  to  carry  out  the 
examination  of  all  children  three  times  during  the  year  as  suggested 
by  the  Board  of  Education.  The  whole  of  the  new  entrants  to 
school,  however,  received  full  routine  medical  examination  as 
soon  as  possible  after  admission,  and  all  the  other  children  were 
inspected  at  least  once  during  the  year.  The  treatment  of 
defects  referred  from  these  examinations  was  dealt  with  either 
by  private  practitioners  or  at  the  school  clinics  and  every  case 
was  followed  up  to  make  sure  that  treatment  was  provided.  The 
attendances  at  the  clinics  remain  at  a  very  satisfactory  level,  in 
fact  an  increased  attendance  was  shown  in  some  clinics,  although 
the  number  of  school  children  in  the  Borough  was  reduced  to 
less  than  half  of  that  of  peace  time. 

The  general  health  of  the  school  children  does  not  appear  to 
have  been  affected  since  the  beginning  of  hostilities  and  the 
incidence  of  infectious  diseases  has  remained  surprisingly  low. 


Many  parents  of  children  who  had  returned  from  evacuation 
areas  expressed  appreciation  of  the  clinic  services,  after  experi¬ 
encing  the  lack  of  such  facilities  in  the  rural  areas,  and  greater 
co-operation  was  received  generally  from  all  parents  as  a  result. 


The  Secondary  Schools  are

examination  and  treatment  of 
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the  children  is  carried  out  under  the  direction  of  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  of  the  district  concerned. 

During  the  year  the  incidence  of  scabies  showed  a  marked 
increase.  At  the  Central  Clinic  and  the  West  Quay  Disinfecting 
Station  417  adults  and  631  children  received  treatment.  Exten¬ 
sion  of  the  facilities  for  the  treatment  of  scabies  is  being  prepared 
and  it  is  hoped  to  open  the  Shirley  Slipper  Baths  and  the  Branch 
Clinic  at  Itchen  Secondary  School  immediately.  This  will  con¬ 
siderably  reduce  the  over-crowding  that  has  occurred  at  the 
Central  Clinic.  Everything  possible  is  being  done  to  eradicate 
this  condition  by  public  notices  ;  co-operation  with  private  prac¬ 
titioners  ;  home  visitation  of  all  cases  to  ascertain  the  condition 
of  other  persons  living  in  the  same  house  ;  disinfection  of  all 
bedding  and  personal  clothing  ;  and  the  investigation  into  the 
air  raid  shelter  conditions,  when  the  latter  is  considered  to  be 
the  source  of  infestation.  The  larger  firms  in  the  town  were 
offered  facilities  for  the  disinfection  of  blankets  used  by  fire- 
watchers  as  a  preventive  measure. 

The  routine  cleanliness  examinations  were  arranged  to  take 
place  during  the  first  two  weeks  of  each  term  and  all  the  elementary 
school  children  were  examined  by  the  Health  Visitors.  All 
children  found  with  nits  or  vermin  were  issued  with  a  Form  B. 
excluding  them  from  attendance  at  school  for  24  hours  and  giving 
instructions  to  attend  at  the  School  Clinic  for  examination  before 
returning  to  school.  In  previous  years  only  the  serious  cases 
were  dealt  with  in  this  way,  but  it  was  considered  that  with 
drastic  action  some  improvement  in  the  cleanliness  generally 
would  be  effected.  Every  child  excluded  from  school  for  this 
reason  was  re-examined  at  least  once  a  month  by  the  Health 
Visitors  for  the  remainder  of  the  term. 

The  old  offenders  were  still  found  unclean,  but  by  carrying 
out  the  periodic  cleanliness  examinations  early  in  the  term  the 
possibility  of  passing  infection  to  other  children  was  greatly 
reduced,  with  the  result  that  a  considerable  improvement  was 
shown  in  this  respect,  although  prosecution  of  some  of  the  eases 
may  be  necessary  in  the  near  future. 

The  School  Clinics  at  East  Park  Terrace  were  again  damaged 
by  enemy  air  attack,  when  early  in  the  year  an  incendiary 
bomb  penetrated  the  roof  of  No.  2.  East  Park  Terrace  and  de¬ 
stroyed  a  small  amount  of  equipment.  The  fire,  which  started 
in  the  attic,  was  quickly  extinguished  and  no  interruption  to 
the  clinic  service  was  experienced. 

During  a  further  air  raid  a  few  weeks  later,  the  front  wall  of 
No.  4,  East  Park  Terrace  was  blown  on  to  the  roof  of  No.  3, 
causing  extensive  damage  to  the  roof  and  attic,  and  some  of  the 
ceilings  in  the  rooms  below  were  dislodged.  This  building  had 
only  just  been  taken  over  by  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare 


section  as  offices  and  treatment  rooms,  but  although  a  consider¬ 
able  amount  of  inconvenience  was  caused  for  a  short  time  the 
clinics  continued  to  operate. 

Complete  repairs  were  effected  to  Nos.  1  and  2,  East  Park 
Terrace  which  were  damaged  in  the  airraid  in  1940,  and  it  was 
possible  to  transfer  back  the  various  sections  which  had  been 
affected.  This  helped  considerably  in  the  running  of  the  clinics 
and  the  treatment  of  the  patients. 


In  July,  1941,  however,  the  clinics  at  1,  2  and  3  East 
Park  Terrace  suffered  extensive  damage  by  enemy  air  attack, 
when  a  high  explosive  bomb  landed  close  to  No.  3  East 
Park  Terrace,  demolishing  the  whole  of  this  building,  together 
with  a  large  portion  of  No.  2,  East  Park  Terrace  and  causing 
extensive  structural  damage  to  the  remainder  of  the  premises. 
It  was  impossible  to  utilize  any  portion  of  these  premises  for 
clinic  purposes.  Slight  damage  was  also  done  to  the  School 
Dental  Clinic  Waiting  Room  and  Male  Venereal  Disease  Clinic 
n  Cardigan  Road. 


On  the  morning  following  this  air  raid  emergency  arrange¬ 
ments  were  made  for  the  transfer  of  all  the  Medical  Clinics  to 
Mount  Pleasant  School  First  Aid  Post  with  the  exception  of  the 
Dental  Section.  Facilities  were  provided  for  the  transfer  of  all 
patients  to  the  new  premises  and  although  many  difficulties  were 
experienced  no  Clinics  were  discontinued  or  even  postponed. 

The  majority  of  the  School  Medical  records  and  a  great  deal 
of  medical  equipment  was  saved  and  a  considerable  amount  of 
other  equipment,  although  damaged,  was  salved  from  the  debris 
and  put  into  use. 

Owing  to  the  loss  of  equipment  it  was  necessary  to  purchase 
an  artificial  sunlight  lamp  and  infra-red  ray  lamp  and  the  Clinic 
was  re-commenced  at  Mount  Pleasant  School  on  the  7th  October, 
1941. 


I  should  like  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  army  and  air  raid 
precautions  personnel  who  assisted  in  the  transfer  and  salvage 
of  the  valuable  equipment  on  the  site,  and  to  the  Staff  of  the 
Departments  for  the  manner  in  which  they  continued  to  operate 
the  services  under  these  extreme  difficulties. 


The  loss  of  the  Central  Clinic  at  East  Park  Terrace  this  year 
together  with  the  destruction  of  the  Sydney  House  School  Clinic 
in  1940  has  necessitated  the  organisation  of  temporary  treatment 
centres  at  Mount  Pleasant  School  and  Itchen  Secondary  School. 
Whilst  these  centres  lack  many  of  the  conveniences  of  our  esta¬ 
blished  clinics  the  work  has  continued  with  the  anticipation  that 
when  the  war  is  ended  the  best  facilities  possible  may  result. 

One  of  the  Assistant  School  Medical  Officers  attended  at  the 
National  Camps  Corporation  Camp,  Lord's  Field,  Overton,  to  carry 
out  the  medical  examination  of  the  bovs  in  residence.  This  examin- 
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ation  revealed  that  the  general  health  of  those  attending  the 
school  was  good.  The  examination  was  carried  out  in  the  summer, 
which  perhaps  showed  the  boys  at  their  best,  but  there  had  been 
little  sickness  since  the  school  opened  in  May,  1940.  The  School 
Dental  Surgeon  visited  the  Camp  in  November  and  inspected  169 
boys.  Of  this  number  90  were  referred  for  treatment,  which 
was  conducted  the  following  week.  Sixtv-six  bo  vs  received 
treatment  consisting  of  57  extractions,  71  fillings  and  three  other 
operations  were  performed. 

In  August,  1941,  an  organised  drive  was  started  to  encourage 
parents  to  consent  for  their  children  to  be  immunised  against 
diphtheria.  The  circulars  were  distributed  throughout  the 
schools  to  the  parents  of  those  children  who  had  not  previously 
been  immunised,  pointing  out  the  increased  danger  of  their 
unprotected  children  contracting  diphtheria  should  cases  occur 
in  the  neighbourhood.  This  scheme,  which  is  still  continuing, 
has  already  produced  a  large  number  of  acceptances.  Difficulty 
is  experienced  in  obtaining  complete  circulation  of  propaganda 
to  children  under  school  age,  but  everything  possible  is  done  to 
contact  these  children  by  distribution  by  post  to  the  one  year 
old  child,  addresses  being  obtained  from  the  Notification  of 
Births  Register,  through  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Clinics 
and  with  the  assistance  of  the  Vaccination  Officer.  Various 
methods  of  advertisement  have  been  carried  out  and  every 
endeavour  made  to  persuade  parents  to  accept  this  treatment. 

Since  the  loss  by  enemy  air  attack  of  the  Speech  Clinic  in 
1940  arrangements  have  been  made  whereby  cases  urgently  in 
need  of  attention  following  operative  treatment  have  been  dealt 
with  by  special  arrangement  but  it  is  hoped  that  at  some  future 
date  a  more  extensive  scheme  might  be  introduced  to  include 
more  cases  although  it  is  not  anticipated  that  the  full  pre-war 
facilities  will  be  made  available. 

In  April,  1941,  it  was  decided  to  close  down  the  Child  Guidance 
Clinic  for  the  duration  of  the  war. 

Towards  the  end  of  the  year  facilities  were  provided  whereby 
school  children  could  obtain  meals  in  the  five  meal  centres  on 
payment  of  a  small  charge.  This  arrangement  considerably 
increased  the  number  of  meals  supplied  and  it  is  anticipated 
that  next  year  the  increase  will  be  more  marked. 

Although  the  number  of  children  in  school  has  decreased 
the  number  of  children  taking  milk  in  school  has  increased  and 
the  evneral  health  of  evervone  lias  benefited.  Some  difficultv 
was  experienced  in  obtaining  metal  caps  for  the  milk  bottles, 
which  held  up  the  supply  for  a  short  time,  but  this  was  subse¬ 
quently  overcome  and  the  children  were  able  to  resume  their 
one-third  of  a  pint  of  milk  each  day. 


The  evacuation  of  the  children  to  the  reception  areas  con¬ 
tinued  during  the  year  and  2,607  medical  examinations  were 
carried  out.  The  co-operation  with  the  Evacuation  Department 
has  been  of  greatest  assistance  in  ensuring  that  all  the  cases 
received  medical  examination  before  departure. 

Dr.  S.  L.  Yates  resigned  her  appointment  as  Psychiatrist 
in  the  Child  Guidance  Centre  on  the  11th  April,  1941. 

Dr.  E.  L.  Peet  was  appointed  as  Temporary  Assistant  School 
Medical  Officer  on  the  20th  October,  1941. 

Dr.  W.  Stewart,  Deputy  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  resigned 
his  appointment  on  the  30th  November,  1941. 

Dr.  M.  Fleming  resigned  her  appointment  as  Temporary 
Assistant  School  Medical  Officer  on  the  14th  April,  1941. 

Dr.  J.  Orr  was  appointed  as  Temporary  Resident  Medical 
Officer  at  the  Isolation  Hospital  on  the  16th  September,  1940, 
she  was  transferred  to  the  School  Medical  Service  on  the  14th 
April,  1941,  and  resigned  her  appointment  on  the  14th  September, 
1941. 

Several  changes  have  also  taken  place  amongst  the  Health 
Visitors  and  Clinical  staff  of  the  School  Medical  Service. 

I  recognise  gratefully  the  support  and  encouragement  which 
I  have  received  at  all  times  from  the  Chairman  and  Members  of 
the  School  Clinic  (Joint)  Sub-Committee,  and  the  courtesy  with 
which  they  have  considered  mv  many  suggestions  and  reccommen- 
dations. 

In  conclusion,  1  desire  to  thank  the  Education  Department, 
the  Teachers,  the  National  Society  for  the  Prevention  of  Cruelty 
to  Children,  the  Southampton  Mental  Welfare  Association,  and 
the  staffs  of  the  Voluntary  Hospitals  for  their  co-operation  and 
valuable  assistance. 

I  wish  to  express  also  my  appreciation  and  thanks  to  all  the 
members  of  the  Medical,  Dental,  Nursing  and  Clerical  staff  for 
their  ready,  willing  and  conscientious  work  performed  under 
many  difficulties,  and  involving  since  the  outbreak  of  war  many 
duties  outside  their  normal  appointments.
